The mayor said the record will 
bear out his support of business- 
men on both San Pablo and So- 
lano Avenues. Although it rep- 
resented a threat to his own busi- 
ness, he cast the deciding vote in 
a 3-2 majority to make it possible 
for the new, modern Safeway 
store to be built on Solano. 

Because he is opposed to the 
state removing land from Al- 
bany’s tax rolls, Howell said he 
was against the Blind Center and 
State Department of Motor Ve- 
hicles taking land away from Al- 
bany. He said the state owns 
much property already off the 
tax rolls in Albany and believes 
such buildings should be built on 
state-owned land. 

“Tam not and never have been 
opposed to the Blind Center com- 
ing to Albany,’’ he said. 

Howell favored the present lo- 
cations of new city buildings be- 
cause it was already off the tax 
rolls and would make it possible 
to return former property to a 
revenue-producing status, some- 
thing already happening. 

“As soon as modern street 
lighting is installed along San 
Pablo and Solano, I promise to

ling program in residential areas 
|with illumination approximately 
‘three times brighter than exist- 
jing lighting at no added cost to 
taxpayers,’’ he said. 

Mayor Howell said he favors 
development of the waterfront 
for commercial-recreation uses 
much like the San Leandro Ma- 








‘rina and believes a more detailéd 
study of the waterfront section of 
the General Plan is in order. 

He has promised to insist that 
Rapid ‘Transit attractively land- 
scape its right of way through Al- 
bany and will work toward the 
widening of Masonic Avenue, util- 
izing part of the right of way, 
| “I believe a Councilman should 
attempt to represent all citizens 
of Albany and that service on the 
Council should not be for per- 
sonal gain,"’ Howell said. ‘‘Dig- 
nity, impartiality, honesty and 
emotional stability are the very 
least ~ qualities citizens should 
‘have a right to expect from those 
|who serve them at Council level. 
This is a critical election we face 
on April 12. I urge voters to 
think before they cast their bal- 
lots."’
